Out of the goodness of his heart, 
Judge J. B. Gaston rose from the sick 
bed and came down from the moun- 
tains to hold court yesterday afternoon 
that two eager prisoners might gain 
their already overdue freedom. 
Judge Gaston is United States com- 
missioner at Gainesville, Hall county. 
He was the nearest available justice 
when Commissioner Colquitt Carter 
left his post in the federal butlaing 
Tuesday morning and went on busi- 
ness to Arkansas. 

The department of justice discovered 
during the afternoon that‘Monroe Koe- 
ner and John Henderson, two young 
men sentenced to three months for 
“moonshining.” were scheduled for 
freedom Tuesday at noon. But they 
could not be released until they had 
gone through certain formalities dis- 
pensing with the fine that was also 
imposed upon them at the time ot their 
conviction. 

The fine could not be disposed of 
unless a judge was on hand, There was 
no judge. Judge Newman was out of 
the city. A state district judge would 
not.suffice. The only recourse was 
Judge Gaston at Gainesville, sixty 
miles distant. 

He was communicated with over 
long-distance telephone. 

„Isn't there some way of avoiding 
it?“ he asked. I'm a sick man.“ 

„These fellows will have to remain in 
jail until we can get a judge," he was 
told.

| Carranza Not Notified. 

It was said at the Mexican consulate 
tonight that no report of the killing 
had been cammunicated to General 
Carranze, because it would be “use- 
less.” ; 

The Custhulriachic Mining company 
was one of the first to accept the prom- 
ises of protection made by the Car- 
ranza government to the state depart- 
ment, and loaded a train with quanti- 
ties of provisions and a considerable 
amount of money because it was known 
that the natives of the district were 
in need. ' 

The reports of the killing of the 
employees is taken by mining men to 
mean that an alleged order issued by 
General Villa upon hig return from 
Sonora, and er his family. had ar- 
rived in Cuba, was to be obeyed. This 
Supposed order to “kill all Americans, 
loot and burn,” had been reiterated 
by bands returning from Sonora. It 
was this order that is believed to have 
resulted in the death recently of Peter 
Keane, bookkeeper of the Hearst inter- 
ests near Madeira, Chihuahua, at the 
hands of Villa bandits, 

How Holmes Escaped. 

Another version of the escape of T. 
M. Holmes was received late today by 
officials of ‘the Mexico Northwestern 
railroad, in a message from officials at 
Chihuahua City. It follows: 5 

T. H. Holmes, a member of the 
party, who escaped, said that the train 
was boarded at 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning by twenty-eight armed Mex- 
icans at Kilometer 68. According to 
Holmes, the foreignérs in the group 
were ordered to alight. -Holmes hid 
in the lavatory. From his hiding place 
he watched his companions being 
stripped by bandits. They then or- 
dered them to march toward the west.

A protest addressed to President 
Wilson was signed tonight by mining 
men, who are here in hundreds pre- 
pared to enter Chihuahua state and 
open properties under protection of the 
de facto government. 

It was learned tonight that before 
the train filled with employees left 
Chihuahua City for the mining camps 
a guard of Carranza soldiers for the 
train had been refused. ° 

Messages from the south poured into 
local offices of mining corporations 
here tonight, stating that employees 
were returning to the border. 

STATE DEPARTMENT 
TOLD OF TRAGEDY. 

Washington, Januar 
dispatches to the state department from 
the border tonight told of reports 
reaching there that. seventeen Ameri- 
can mining men had been taken from 
a train and killed by former Villa sol- 
diers near Chihuahua, Mexico. Secre- 
tary Lansing, who was attending the 
cabinet dinner at the white house, kept 
in touch with the department through- 
out the evening and brought the re- 
ports to the attention of the president. 

Representatives of the United States 
in Mexico and along the border were 
instructed to investigate and rush any 
information available to Washington. 

If the reports are true, and officials 
fear they are, urgent representations 
probably will be sent to General Car- 
ranza at once, demanding that he hunt 
down the murderers and take steps to 
prevent the perpetration of such crimes 
in the future. Such a tragedy, it is 
pointed out, would demonstrate that 
so far as Americans and other for- 
eigners and their property are con- 
cerned the situation is worse instead 
of better since the main body of the 
Villa forces. surrendered to the de facto 
government. 

Secretary Lansing made public only 
a part of his- advices from the border, 
a list of names of American mining 
men, presumably those who are known 
to have been in Chihuahua waiting an 
opportunity to return to their work. 
The list contained twelve names, all of 
which were given in the El Paso news 
dispatches. Of the eighteen named in 
the El Paso dispatches, Charles Wad- 
leigh, Newman, Jack Hase, J. 
Jones and Thomas M. Holmes were not 
on the department’s list. 

Officials will await a report from 
Chihuahua City with grave interest. 
It is realized that the consular officers 
at El Paso have no information other 
than the meager advices reaching the 
border. 

After it became evident that Villa 
did not intend to cross the international 
boundary line into the United States 
and stop fighting when the greater 
part of his army went over to Car- 
ranza, General Obregon assured Ameri- 
can government agents that expedi- 
tions would be dispatched at once to 
hunt him down. Most of the troops 
sent after Villa, however, have been 
used since in garrisoning towns along 
the Northwestern railroad,

Paris, January 11.—(Via London.) 
3 official communication tonight 
reads: 

Between the Avre and the Oise, on 
the nights of January 10 and 11. 4 
strong enemy reconnoitering party, 
which attempted to approach our lines 
in the region of Ribecourt was deci- 
mated by our fire.

In my opinion the 
mere victory of British munitions will 
be a small gain if England meantime 
undergoes spiritual and moral defeat.“ 


Redmond Ceases Opposition, 


In making the announcement that 
the nationalists would not further op- 
pose the military service bill, Mr. Red- 
mond pointed out that they had made 
their protest against it, but now rec- 
ognized that the measure had the sup- 
port of an overwhelming majority of 
British representatives in the house. He 
expressed the hope that the bill would 
be passed quickly. 

At the continuation of the debate 
tomorrow, Sir John Simon and Arthur 
Henderson are expected to be the prin- 
cipal speakers. The former recently 
resigned from the cabinet on account 
of opposition to the bill and the lat- 
ter was prepared to resign because he 
favored the bill. While the debate is 
on, Premier Asquith will receive the 
labor members of the house of com- 
mons and other labor leaders for a con- 
ference, to which the greatest import- 
ance is attached in parliamentary cir- 
cles.

“Gentlemen,” said Mr. Heflin, “that 
was a heavy blow to our people. The 
New York speculator and banker—one 
and the same person oftentimes—loan- 
ed money through the south, playing 
the exchange on the bear side, holding 
up the southern banker with one hand 
and robbing the producer with the oth- 
er. That is the process that went on. 
The American cotton in 1914 was 16% 
million bales, not counting linters, 
which have been consumed as rapidly 
as they have been hauled off to sea to 
— powder and high explosive 
shelis.” 

Mr. Heflin referred to what he called 
“a band of conspirators” in the New 
York Cotton exchange, whom he 
charged with manipulating cotton 
prices, and referred to the situation 
abroad. He said England told India 
to reduce cotton ee e, which ac- 
counts for the famine there, so as to 
produce — which is a gold crop, 
and produce food supplies for the army,

Mitchell County Youth Charged 
With Murder of Father. 


Moultrie, Ga., January 11.—(Special.) 
After the jury in Mitchell county su- 
perior court had deliberated twenty- 
four hours in a vain attempt to reach 
a verdict in the case against Cuthbert 
Adams, charged: with the murder of 
his father, J. T. Adams, Judge E. E. 
Cox, of the Albany circuit, late yester- 
day declared a mistrial. It was the 
second time that young Adams had 
faced the indictment, the first trial also 
resulting in the jury’s being hopelessly 
divided. 

At both trials he entered a plea of 
insanity, introducing a large number 
of witnesses in an effort to show that 
the defendant hadn’t been normal men- 
tally since he was injured in a run- 
away accident a number of years ago.

Washington, January 11.—The frst 
definite indication of what a troubled 
legislative sea the administration's 
plans for strengthening the army have 
been launched upon came today when 
Chairman Hay, of the house military 
committee, told President Wilson he 
disapproved the fundamental susses- 
tion of the program, the organization 
of a continental army of 400,000 federal 


volunteers. 

The president’s reception of this 
expression was not disclosed. Secretary 
Garrison, who framed the administra- 
tion scheme, said later he had no 
knowledge of what had transpired at 
the white house and would not com- 
ment on Mr. Hay’s statement. He in- 
dicated, however, that the attitude of 
Representative Hay, before whese com- 
mittee hearings on the army bill will 
be resumed tomorrow, would not alter 
the war department’s insistence upon 
iis plan, in substance at least. Follow- 
ing the president's lead in his annual 
address to congress, Mr. Garrison has 
insisted that the matter was one to be 
settled on a non-partisan basis. 


What Hay Favors. 


Representative Hay said he favored 
passage of a militia pay bill under a 
contractual provision with state sol- 
diers who drew pay from the federal 
government which would require them 
to serve in the regular army in time of 
war. He also proposed that present 
organizations of the army be brought 
up to war strength which, he said, 
would furnish the number of men 
thought necessary by Secretary Garri- 
son without any large addition of of- 


‘ficers or increase of overhead, charges. 


The administration pia, which Sec- 
retary Garrison told the military com- 
mittee had the entire approval of 
President Wilgon, would provide for 
additional regular army organizations 
to bring the total force up to 141,000 as 
compared with approximately 100,000 
at present. This would mean, he said, 
in his testimony, aro proximately 800 ad- 
ditional officers o would be needed 
for training of the continental force. 

The secretary, as well as Major Gen- 
¢ral Scott, chief of staff, and other 
army authorities, have declared that 
no proposal to employ the national 
guard as first-line troops could be 
worked out that did not give the fed- 
eral government absolute jurisdiction 
. them in peace as well as war 
times. 


Hay’s Stand Ne Surprise. 


The announcement of Representative 
Hay was not a surprise to war depart- 
ment officials, although he recently 
drew a tentative bill including the con- 
tinental army scheme for committee 
consideration after conferences with 
the president and Secretary Garrison 
before congress assembled. This bill, 
however, did not carry out the admin- 
istration’s plan for the regular army 
and added a militia pay feature not 
favored OY the war department.

I took t matter up with Mr. Oli- 
ver P. Newman, chairman of the Dis- 
trict commissioners, and found that 
three little $1,500 clerks had passed 
upon the relative value of Stone Moun- 
tain and Lithonia granite for use as 
curbing. I informed Mr. Newman that 
this granite had been used in Wash- 
ington for street paving and curbing 
for a period of twenty-eight years; that 
there were twenty-six running miles 
of curbing in this city that had come 
from Stone Mountain and Lithonia, and 
that no complaint had ever been reg- 
isteréd against it. 

“T submitted proofs from the govern- 
ment bureau of standards that the 
pressure tests showed the resistance 
of this granite was considerably great- 
er than the granite for which the last 
1 for Washington paving was 
e 

“Mr. Newman seemed considerably 
surprised to learn that Stone Moun- 
tain and Lithonia granite had been 
used here so extensively, and set on 
foot an investigation into the report 
made by his subordinates.”

ATLANTA STAND FOR IT! 

Once more the finance committee of 
council is wrestling with the question of 
appropriations and once more the pitiable 
plight of the city is presented—a rich and 
powerful city unable to scarcely do more 
than meet the bare expenses of maintenance 
with its annual income, and being forced to 
disregard the all-important question of pro- 
viding additional facilities for increased de- 
mand of practically every department of 
municipal activity. 

Time and again The Constitution has 
broucht this matter to the attention of the 
public, and from year to year the situation 
grows worse rather than better, and all be- 
cause the business men of the city—and by 
that we mean to include every wage-earner

THE DARDANELLES TRAGEDY. 


The pitiful thing about the Dardanelles 
tragedy is that as large and overwhelming 
as are its proportions, it is now accepted as 
typical of fatal British blundering. It 
stands out as the foremost among many 
tactical failures which, with the right 
amount of effort, might have been turned 
into success. 

Failure of the attack upon the Darda- 
nelles with a view to forcing the straits, 
opening the Bosphorus and capturing Con- 
stantinople, has been apparent for many 
weeks. Official announcement, just made, 
of the withdrawal of the last of the allied 
forces from the Gallipoli peninsula, simply 
serves to confirm what was already known. 

Thousands upon thousands of lives have 
been lost and-many valuable war vessels 
sent to the bottom in the pressure of an 
attack which, under the circumstances, it 
were better never to have made. 

The world believed both in England’s 
purpose and ability when the attack upon 
the Dardanelles was begun. Its early 
stages were marked by some notable naval 
achievement. But when it began to lag 
and progress stopped, there was inquiry for 
the reason. It was not hard to find: Eng- 
land and her associates had failed to take 
steps to back up with her army what her 
navy and allied vessels had acomplished. 

Of course, no one can say for certain, 
but in the light of what was done and what 
has now happened, there’ will always be 
the belief that if a large enough army had 
been landed there in sufficient force when 
the navy made the first successful opening 
for it, the allies would have been much 
nearer to Constantinople today than they 
ever succeeded in getting auring the whole 
of the fatal campaign. 

It was a sad ending of a brilliant begin- 
ning of which the advantage was over- 
looked until it was too late. The Turks and 
their German allies were given, through 
English blunders, just the opportunity they 
sought, and they made good use of it. 

It has been the most costly experiment 
of the whole European war. Even if it 
proves a lesson against similar disaster in 
the future, it will be, perhaps, the most 
expensive lesson any nation ever paid for.

Outlook in the South le 
Wonderfully Encouraging 


(By A. W. Douglas, Financial Expert, in The 
New York Times.) 

‘In no section is the outlook so encourag- 
ing as in the south, and largely because of 
the great contrast between fundamental con- 
ditions there now and those that prevailed 
twelve months ago. The initial slump in 
the price and demand of cotton caused by 
the Buropean war wrought havoc to all busi- 
ness in that part of the soyth where “cotton 
was king,” and practically the only money 
crop of any importance. As usual, the best 
and enduring lesson was learned through 
stress and disaster. Diversification of crops 
and a modern credit system were forced upon 
the people by necessity. So today the south 
has abundant feed for man and beast, and all 
of its own raising. It grew 35 per cent of 
all the corn and 15 per cent of all the wheat 
raised in 1916, and alfalfa and forage in un- 
precedented volume. The Mississippi Delta 
raised thousands of bushels of wheat for the 
first time in its history. The first shipment, 
of winter wheat to St. Louis came from 
northern Louisiana. In southern Georgia all 
the old flour mills, long disused, ran night 
and day to grind the local wheat. A half 
dozen southern states raised more corn than 
Pennsylvania; Texas raised more corn than 
Kansas or Ohio, or than Michigan, Minnesota 
and Wisconsin combined. There were ten 
southern states that grew more corn than 
either Minnesota, Wisconsin or Michigan. 

Also the south produced more fruits and 
vegetables than any other section of the 
union. In fruits, for one item, it shipped 
more than 30,000 carloads of peaches worth 
nearly $20,000,000. Tobacco was a large crop, 
as ‘was rice and sugar, and the humble pea- 
nut brought about -$7,000,000 to its growers. 

One result of all this abundant” food ‘for 
live stock is that there are consequently 


more hogs and cattle than ever before in the 


history of the south, and the cattle are of 
higher type and better breed. With vue grad- 
ual extermination of the Texas cattle tick 
that so hampered stock raising, the south is 
going to be what nature designed it for by 
climate, soil and natural advantages—the 
great cattle raising section of the country. 
It has by far the greatest uncut forests in 
North America, save in Canada; also, in the 
Birmingham district, the greatest natural as- 
sociation in close proximity of the essentials 
of iron and steel manufacture—coal, iron ore 
and limestone—of any place in the world. 
The gouth Atlantic states are destined to 
be the cotton manufacturing center not only 


‘Of this country but of all countries because 


of plentiful raw material, cheap labor and 
cheap and reliable electric motive power fur- 
nished by the innumerable streams that flow 


from the Appalachian mountains to the At- 


lantic. 

The wounds of the civil war are healed, 
and now are only a memory, and the people 
look forward with courage and optimism to 
the great commercial position which is to be 
their heritage in the future.

Nevada Senator Sharply At- 
tacks Record of Democracy. 
Criticises the Tariff and 
Banking Legislation. 


Washington, January 11.—Senator 
Newlands, of Nevada, democrat, attack- 
ed his party’s record in the senate to- 
day, delivering a long prepared speech 
in which he criticized the tariff and 
banking reforms—the chief legislative 
achievements of the Wilson adminis- 
tration, He declared that because there 
had been industrial and commercial 
depression coterminus with democratic 
control of legislation, the party would 
de in danger of defeat at the next 
presidential election unless the Euro- 
pean war continued and made the 
president's “sagacious and firm’ han- 
dling of foreign affairs the overshad- 
owing issue. 

Although he characterized the Fen- 
eral trend of democratic legislation 
as commendable, the senator assert- 
ed that the party was too radical, and 
expressed the conviction “that no po- 
litical party can hope to remain in 
power which adopts radical instead of 
revolutionary methods of reform.” 

Danger of Defeat. 

Danger of a democratic defeat in 
the congressional elections of 1914, he 
said, was “averted only by the Euro- 
pean war, which brought into sudden 
contrast the president's policy of

Statement for Government.

Nu- 
merous passages which he read con- 
tained references to the clergy of the 
Roman (Catholic chureh. Mr. Wilson 
admonished the jurors, however, that 
they were not to ard any question 
of religious belief in arriving at a ver- 
pe but were to consider only the 
evidence that might be submitted as 
to the sending rough the mails of 
the yes Os obscene articles in so far 
as it might be shown that the laws 
relating to the mails may have been 
broken.

ABOUT SIGNING UP 


New York, January 11.—David L. 
Fultz, president of the Baseball Play- 
ers’ fraternity, has addressed a special 
communication to the members of the 
Organization, calling attention to the 
complicated contractural relations that 
will exist between Federal league play- 
ers and magnates under the proposed 
peace agreement, involving organized 
and independent basebal interests. 
President Fultz has outlined the sit- 
uation, in part, as follows: 

“Although the peace agreement be- 
tween organized baseball and the Fed- 
eral league has not been made public 
authoritatively, it can safely be said 
that organized ball will not assume 
the long-term Federal league contracts, 
except where it desires to do so. 

“It will probably respect these con- 
tracts, but will not necessarily assume 
them. In other words, if an organized 
ball club desires the services of a play- 
er who has signed a long-term con- 
tract, it will make terms with his Fed- 
e league owner and will then be 
obliged assume the contract in its 
entirety. ere, however, no organ- 
ized ball club desires to assume the 
f any particular player, there 
will be, in my opinion, no obligation 
on the part of organized ball to do so. 
The ere in this situation will have 
eg is Federal league owner to look

“In order to preserve their right 
all pie ers should gain the consent o 
their Federal league owners before 
signing with an organized ball club. 

‘The situation is a very complicated 
one, and players should be careful to 
get competent advice before entering 
nto any new contractual relations.”

Not Get Fair Trials. 4 


Washington, January 11 —The su- 
preme court took under advise- 
ment the appeal of Robert Kitchens, a 
negro under sentence of death for the 
murder of Henry Brantley, from the 
action of the federal court of the 
southern district of Georgia in refus- 


corpus proceedings. 

John Randolph Cooper. Kitchens’ at- 
torney, told the court that because of 
fear of mob violence at his trial he 
was unable to raise the point that a 
fair trial was being denied Kitchens 
through the. failure of negroes to be 
placed on the jury. 

“I have defended negroes in Georgia, 
Alabama.and Florida and where a 
white man and a negro are on opposite 
sides of a case in these, states it is 
possible for the negro to get a air 
trial,“ said Cooper. The fourteenth 
amendment was supposed to have been 
parece for the upli 5 of the negro race,

Feared Mob Vioclegce. 

“It is almost impossible for a negro 
who kills a white man to 22 a fair 
trial in my native state, exclaimed 
Mr. Cooper, when asked ‘why he had 
not made this oS: in his ap pplication 
for a new trial, he replied, “I feared 
mob violence. in Georgia negroes are 
prevented from registering and I con- 
tend that whenever by any. action of 
a state, whether through its legfbla- 
ture or through its courts, or through 
its executive or administrative officers, 
all YP a of the African race are.ex- 
cluded; solely because of their race or 
color, from sérving as petty and grand 
jurors in the criminal prosecution of 
a person of the African race, the equal 
protection of the laws is denied to him, 
contrary. to the fourteenth amendment 
of the constitution“ of the United 
States.” 

Mr. Cooper said that Ed. Kitchens 
had f been hanged, an dthat a 
rama, had been sent to the penitentiary 
or e. 

“If this negro is not finally exsouted 
I firmly believe he will be lynched,” 
continued Mr. Cooper. They lynched 
Frank because the governor commuted 
his sentence. I know I am defending 
an unpopular cause. If I were a pol- 
iticilan I would not come here; when 
I was in politics I was always defeat- 
ed. But I learned from tho late Chief 
Justice Fuller to employ every legal 
resort when a human life is involved.” 

Associate Justice Holmes’ attention 
was caught by Mr. Cooper's citation of 
the former’s dissenting opinion in the 
Shipp case. There the court declined 
to take jurisdiction because the ac- 
cused had been lynched by a mob in 
Chattanooga. 

Walker Defends Georgia Courts. 

Attorney General Clifford Walker 
was heard by the court. He vigorously 
denied the charge that negroes could 
not get a fair trial in Georgia. He 
told of a trial in Washington county 
where a negro accused of assault with 
intent to rape was positively identified 
in court by a white woman, but was 
nae ge Ps 27 a jury of white men. 

He also cited the case of Cohen 
against Rawlings, where a Jew sued 
a member of a prominent family, and 
despite the alleged prejudice a _ 
Jews, was awarded a verdict for 
large amount. 

The court reserved judgment on the 
question of issuing a writ of habeas 
corpus, which would bring the case 
before them. on its merits.
